The truth about the flood 
situation at Evan.iville is that 
all of the best pari s of Evansville 
that is to say, the>business, manu- 
facturing and almost all of the 
residence sections on the city, 
are entirely free fr >m damage. 
The Oakdale section is a cheap 
surburb built of low ground close 
to the river bottoms where lots 
can be purchased at a nominal 
price and is iuhabitej to a great 
extent by those who were at- 
tracted by the cheapness of 
property. 

Evansville is a hiuh and dry 
city and the damage to the busi- 
ness by high water is entirely 
nominal aud is caused solely by 
loss of business from surrouud- 
iug territory, some of which is 
low ground but which is more 
than made up by the increased 
fertility of the river bottom land 
which rents for as high as 120.00 
per acre per annum.

Government Convinced Mountains Are 
Regular Stotehouse 

Waaftdagtoa, D. C. Jan. 27— 
Apparently 000*1 Med that the 
Boeky Mountains constitute a 
storehouse for radium, the most 
precious of all metals, the Unit 
ed States Bureau of Mine pro 
poses to increase its force of ra- 
dium hunters in that section cf 
the country. The Civil Service 
Commission today annouueed 
that examinations would be held 
February 26, next, to supply tlu 
demand of the Bureau for junior 
chemists in radio-activity. The 
successful candidates will be sta 
tioned at the brauch office of the 
service in Denver, Col., at sala- 
ries rauging from ¥1,080 to $1,- 
440 a year. 

Considerable versality is requi- 
red iu applicants for the position 
for they must uot oniy have a 
«rasp of radio activity, but they 
must be grounded in inorganic 
physicial chemistry, speak French 
aud German, aud have a workiuu 
acquia ntance with a blo w pipe.
